A Cyelone in Pennsylvania. 
PITTSBURG, May 5. 
A terrific thunder-storm accom- 
companied by beavy hail and wind, 
equalto ahurricane, passed over the 
Allegheny mountains in Eastern 
Somerset and Western Bedford coun- 


ties between 7 and 8 o’clock last even- 
ing. A few minutes before the storm 
vame,a roaring like the discharge of 
many cannons was heardin the dis- 
tance, an: as soon as the clouds rolled 
across the sky the roaring increased. 
The storm struck the mountains,mov- 
ing in a northwesterly direction, and 
was about aquarter ofa mile wide. 
For two miles large trees were twisted 
off like straws, and everything in its 
path flattened to earth. In some in- 
stances immense trees were caught up 
and carried several hundred feet into 
the air and hurled back again with 
such swiftness that it cannot be de- 
scribed. The lightning was fearful 
and hail feil in stones as large as eggs, 
and vegetation of all kinds suffered 
severely. The damage to fruit trees 
and timber will amount to thousands 
of dollars. 


A Rebbery Case Dismissed. 
Str. Louis, May 5. 
The trial of the express messenger, 
David S. Fotheringham, was resumed 
in the Criminal Court to-day. Con- 
ductor Spengle was re called and tes- 


tified that the messenger was tied to 
stay, and when he was released his 
limbs were pumb. He said that Foth- 
eringbam told him that he heard 
knocking at the door when the train 
stopped at Mincke, and he did not re- 
spond, because at that time the robber 
covered bim with a revolver. The de- 
fense brought out the fact that the 
messenger was compelled to accept 
passengers in the express car, when 
on orders of superiors. The con- 
ductor’s testimony showed that the 
robbery was not committed in this 
city, and, the defense moved that the 
case be thrown out of conrt. Judge 
Nermile gave as his opinion that the 
robbery did not occur in this city, and 
consequently it was out of the juris- 
diction of his court, and accordingly 
dismissed the case. It will now be 
carried to St. Louis county.
